Our Greenback friends demand the de­ 
struction of our national banking system. 
They say the system operates to the bene­ 
fit of the capitalist and to the injury of the 
people. Is this true f Certainly we never 
bad before a banking circulation as good as 
that of the National banks. No man who 
takes a National bank bill cares to know by 
what bank it is issued, or even in what State 
it is issued. The note issued In Oregon, cr 
Maine, or Florida, or Texas Is as good as a 
note issued in New York city, because all 
are equally and perfectly secure. When 
we had the old system under the State law, 
this was not so, and every man handling 
money was compelled to study the detector; 
and I think did study It morecarefullyjthan 
he did bis bible. But it is said that Nation­ 
al banking is unduly profitable to those 
engaged in it I was a stockholder and di­ 
rector in a National bank in Iowa City, 
where I resided for some twelve or thir­ 
teen years, and think I understand the 
workings and profits of the system. The 
stockholders ol that bank some ‘.bree years 
ago, after as careful and deliberate an ex­ 
amination of the subject as they were cap­ 
able of giving to it, abandoned their or- 
gamzatlon and wound up the bank, for the 
simple reason that they were satisfied they 
could do better with their means. 
During the period following the war 
when times were what we called good, 
that is, when we were borrowing money 
and expending it, banking, like everything 
else, wa9 profitable. But to-day, and for 
the future, money can be used otherwise 
than in banking with greater profit. It is 
easy to calculate this matter. If a number 
of us have one hundred thousand dollars 
we that wish to invest for its interest we 
can, I think, so invest it a9 to yield us ten 
per cent interest, making ten thousand dol­ 
lars a year. Can we do better than that, or 
as well as that by putting it into a Nation­ 
al bank f 
It we decide to try banking 
what must we do ? We gather together 
our hundred thousand dollars rn coin, and 
with it buy one hundred thousand dollars 
of four per cent bonds. We may get fives 
or sixes instead of lours, but it we do we 
must pay a premium upon them, and 
therefore I take lour per cent which can 
be bought at tneir face value. 
We take 
our hoods to the treasurer of the United 
States and deliver them to him and he 
locks them up in the vaults of the United 
States treasury. For what purpose are 
they thus disposed of t Simply as security 
that whatever notes the bank may issue 
shall be certainly paid in full. Having re­ 
ceived our bonds the proper officer pre­ 
pares and delivers to us ninety thousand 
dollars of unsigned notes of our bank, to 
be signed by our President and cashier and 
put into circulation. Why does the Gov­ 
ernment prepare these notes for delivery 
to U9 ? Many suppose that the Govern­ 
ment is itself in some way bound for 
the payment of the notes. 
This Is not so; 
they are simply notes of the bank, and all 
the government has to do with them is to 
hold the securities that we have deposited, 
so that in case ot failure, those securities 
are sold and the notes redeemed, so that no 
man shall suffer loss. 
The reason why the Government en­ 
graves the plate from which the notes are 
printed and prints them for delivery is 
this: Under the old system of banking, 
bankers had their own bank note plates 
engraved and had notes printed lrom them 
by the engravers, and it sometimes hap­ 
pened that bankers procured the printing 
of more notes than they were authorized 
by law to circulate. 
To avoid this the 
Government has tho engraving done and 
makes the banker pay for it; does the 
printing upon it and makes the banker pay 
for it; and It retains in its possession the 
engraved plate, so that by no possibility 
eau the batiker put in circulation more 
notes than he is authorized to do by law. 
Well, the proper officers delivers to us 
for our hundred thousand dollars of bonds, 
ninety thousand dollars of these blank 
notes; we bring them home and have tnem 
properly signed and ready to put them iii 
circulation. Now, as I have said, if we 
hadn't gone into banking our hundred 
thousand dollars of money would yield us 
teu thousand dollars of interest. 
What do 
we derive from our organization as a bank ? 
Our Greenback frienus tell us we put into 
circulation our ninety thousand dollars of 
notes and draw teu per cent on that, mak­ 
ing nine thousand dollars, and also receive 
the interest upon our bonds, tour thousand 
dollars, which added together make thir­ 
teen thousand dollars, a bonus, as they say, 
of three thousand dollars to the bankers 
over and above what they would have re­ 
ceived lf they had loaned their money as 
individuals. Is this calculation correct? 
We must remember that National bank 
notes are not legal tender in the payment 
of debts, lf I owe one of you one hundred 
dollars and tender to yon in payment Na­ 
tional bank bills,you need not receive them 
as payment. AU National banks are re­ 
quired at all times to redeem their notes in 
greenbacks or coin. They are required to 
redeem not only over their own counter, 
as was done under the old State banking 
laws, but are also required to redeem at the 
Treasury of the United States. 
Now, no prudent banker will feel safe 
without retaining in his vaults and at the 
Treasury of the United States for redemp­ 
tion purposes, less than twenty per cent of 
his circulation in legal tender. To get that 
legal tender he must either exchange his 
own notes for it or borrow it. 
In either 
case he does not receive any interest on 
the reserve. Now, twenty per cent of 
ninety thousand dollars is eighteen thous­ 
and dollars, and that taken from the nine* 
ty thousand dollars of notes received for 
circulation leaves to be loaned seventy-two 
thousand dollars, ten per cent interest on 
which is seyen thousand two hundred dol­ 
lars. 
Upon stating the matter thus to our 
Greenback friends, they are compelled in 
candor to admit the correctness of this 
statement. Before considering the state­ 
ment ended, they can figure up the result 
thus: Ten per cent interaction seventy- 
two thousand is seven thousand two han­ 
ded; four per cent, on the hundred thou­ 
sand bonds is four thousand; making 
eleven thousand two hundred dollars profit 
to the banker instead o! ten thousand dol- <

But the statement is not ended yet, 
The bankers are compelled to pay, and do 
pay to the collectors of internal revenue 
every six months a special tax to the Uni­ 
ted states one of halt of one per cent, on 
the entire amount of clrculation^received, 
amounting to one per cent. per annum. 
Now, one per cent, per annum on ninety 
thousand dollars ol notes received is nine 
dollars per annum. And this must be taken 
from the supposed bonds of twelve hun­ 
dred dollars, leaving to the banker the 
bonus ot three hundred dollars on a capital 
of one hundred thousand ;as the enormous 
benefit accruing to the bank from its or­ 
ganization. But we are not done yet. 
Bankers by the exigencies of their business 
are compelled to and do return to the treas­ 
ury of the United States mutilated notes 
unfit longer for circulation—the old notes 
being destroyed. They thus return mutil­ 
ated notes, not only of their own bank, but 
of other banks, and mutilated greenbacks.

I CONI Oi LED PROV FIRST Tki.t) 
money at as low rates of interest as 
nation except the British. This looks en­ 
couraging. What is the outlook In other 
directions. If inc farmer year by year is 
buying more than he sells we think he is 
going backward. On the other hand, ii 
year by year he sells more than he buys 
he is gaining. Now, we have the means 
of koowing just what our nation is doing 
Ll this way. Our custom houses gives us 
absolutely correct information on 
this 
point. When a ship leaves one of our ports 
laden with our produce tor a foreign mar­ 
ket, it Is compelled to leave with the cust ­ 
omshouse at the port from which it clears, a 
statement of its entire cargo. 
When a ves­ 
sel enters one of our ports laden with for­ 
eign products it i9 also compelled to furnish 
to the custom bouse at the port a statement 
of its cargo. And thus we are enabled to 
know exactly how much we buy. 
Now 
during the year following the war down 
until 1873-1875, we were buying more than 
we were selling. 
During that period we 
were running luto debt, and spending the 
borrowed money. Duriug the last three 
years this condition ct things bas material 
ly changed. 
During those years of low 
prices we have sold nearly five hundred 
millions more than we bought. This does 
not look as if we were becoming poor and 
approabing bankruptcy. 
What is the true inwardness, or real 
meaning of this Greenback movement ? 
What do the leaders intend by it ? 
Two 
things in my judgm ent: They mean com 
munlsm and repudiation. 
Their leading 
papers and their stump speakers endeavor 
to win support by exciting envy and jeal­ 
ousy of those whom they call poor against 
those whom they call capitalists, shylocks 
and bond-holders, and teach that It is not 
only justifiable, but commendable to plun­ 
der those whom they call rich because 
they are rich. Can the farmers of Iowa 
afford to teach and strengthen £this idea ? 
lf, with your help they shall succeed rn 
taking from the money capitalists that 
which Is justly his because he has more 
than they think is his proper share of this 
world’s goods, Ii )w do you know that 
w hen that shall have been accomplished 
by 
4your 
aid, 
the 
same 
argu­ 
ments that led to this result to the capital­ 
ist will not be brought to bear upon you 
and your possessions. 
You must remem ­ 
ber that there arc land capitalists as well 
as money capitalists, that there are land 
holders ai well as bondholders, and if it be , 
legitimate to take from the money capital­ 
ist a portion of hic capital, because he has 1 
more than la necessary to afford him a bv- j 
mg, why is it not legitimate to take bom i 
the land capitalist all that he has over and | 
above what is necessary tor his living ? I 
These men insist that the good God gave * 
lo nil His children, and for the benefit ol 
all His children certain things—the sun­ 
light, the atmosphere we breathe, and the 
earth , which was designed to be a common 
heritage for all His Children. Now, forty 
acres of our Iowa land* will inrnish all ne­ 
cessities for aa ordinal? family. Many of 
you own more than that amount of land ; 
>uu have acquired ii by your industry,your 
frugality and ycur enterprise ; but mauy 
do not own any land. Now if it be proper 
to take from tile bondholder that which he 
bas in excess ot what his necessities re­ 
quire, anti you aid in doing it, how cao 
you resist when the time comes—and it 
this thing succeeds it will come—that you 
shall be called upon to surrender to tnose 
w ho have no land the excess of your pres­ 
ent possessions beyond the forty acres nec­ 
essary for your support? 
You should 
think this matter over carefully and sue 
whether these men in appearing before you 
now to aid them in despoiling others are 
not laying a foundation upon which they 
can 
stand with assurance when 
the 
time shall come to make an attack upon 
you. 
They also mean the repudiation of our 
national debt. 
What security have hold­ 
ers of oar debt tor its ultimate payment? 
Nothing but th* boner and good faitn ol 
our people. A national debt is simply a 
debt ol honor; lls payment cannot be to- 
toiced like a debt between individuals. ll 
our people shall choose to say that they 
will not pay our present debt it must re­ 
main unpaid. Foreign goy* rn me tits to 
whose citizens some of this debt is owing, 
might justifiably make our refusal to 
pay it a cause ol war, but lor our home 
c. editors there Is no such recourse. 
Yow can we afford, taking a mere tnerce* 
nary vi*w of the matter, to repudiate the 
debt either by saying that we will not pay 
it, or by compelling our creditors to accept 
for it worthless fiat dollars. W hat cuabk d 
va to borrow the money in the time of our 
aor* need ? It was because our fathers 
from whom we received our Government, 
with all the blessings that flow from it, 
gave it to os with its honor untarnished 
and untainted. 
Having that honor to 
pledge we went into the money markets ot 
the world in our hour of peril and pledged 
it for the payment of the money we bor­ 
rowed to preserve oar government. The 
time is very near to borne, and not very 
.diatom to any of us, when we shall have 
passed away and been forgotten. And the 
lad* m ailing about our streets will stand 
in our places. It seems to be an ordering 
of Goa's providence, doubtless for wise 
ends, that wars shall come to all nations, 
aud, as history shows us, with short inter­ 
vening periods. We have had the revolu­ 
tionary war, the war of 1812, the Mexican 
war. and the war of the rebellion. AH 
within a hundred years. The history ot 
our nation in this regard is the history of 
every nation that has a history. Judging 
from the past we must expect that those 
who come after us will not be exempted 
from the trials that we and our forefathers 
have had, and now, it in the iulure, those 
who shall soon take our places shall fiud 
their Government involve! rn a great war, 
they will be compelled to do as we were 
compelled to do, to borrow' tnoucy in the 
markets of the world to carry on that war, 
for no nation can raise by taxation during 
a great war the means necessary to carry it 
on. 
{Shall we then leave oar children in as 
good position when the time of trial shall 
come as our fathers left us ? Shall we leave 
to them the same pledge that enabled U9 to 
borrow money and save our nation’s life ? 
Or shall we so taint and tarnish that pledge 
that when they seek to use it they shall 
nod it worthless ? ll we shall do the latter 
will they and should they, honor our mem 
ory ? D ariogour late struggle we went to 
Holland and Germany and borrowed large 
ly of tbeat and by means of the money 
so borrowed were enabled to maintain our 
armies in tbe field and save our nation, lf 
we shall not pay tbe debt honestly and 
our children should in the future, resort to 
tne children of those who loaned us tbe 
money lor the purpose of borrowing will 
they belikely lo succeed as we did? Let 
me suppose that forty Or fifty years hence 
our uatiou is again Involved in a struggle 
lur its lite, andoue of your children is sent 
by the President of toe United States to 
Holland or Germany to borrow money 
upon the credit ol tho nation.
